BIG LAND REFORMS 
| GO INTO EFFECT IN 
| PAKISTAN PROVINCE 


KARACHI, Aug. 29 (AP)—Gov. 
‘Din Mohamrad of Sind province

share in the .soil they till for 
|feudal landlords. 


The reforms are revolutionary

It also abolished controls on 
vitrified chinaware, hand-made 
household glassware, silverware, 
jewelry, lumber items and such 
miscellaneous products as Christ- 
mas decorations and buttons. The 
Office of Price Stabilization said 
these items either were “unim- 
portant to the cost of living or 
the continued control of them is 
not feasible.” 

OPS made it clear that if the 
prices of items on which controls 
have been suspended rise to a 
point where they threaten to 
pierce the old price ceilings, con- 
trols will be reimposed. These 
“trigger points” vary for each 
commodity. 

For instance, OPS figures the 
average wholesale price index of 
radio and television: sets, using 
June 1950 as 100, to have been 
96.1 in January 1951 and 89.8 in 
June 1952: Controls will be re- 


in line with a policy laid down 
by retiring price stabilizer Ellis 
G. Arnall—and concurred in by 
his successor, Tighe E. Woods— 
that price controls should be re- 
moved if the need if “negligible.” 

Arnall, who retires to private 
life Monday, warned in a radio 
speech last night, however, that 
the cost of living is “inching” up 
steadily and may suddenly break 
into a “mad rush” toward crip- 
pling inflation unless the controls 
law is strengthened.

A 7 per cent increase in dollar 
volume of St. Louis area depart- 
ment store sales last week over 
those of the corresponding week 
last year was reported today by 
the Federal Reserve Bank of St.

The Federal Reserve Board re- 
ported in Wasuington that de- 
partment store sales throughout 
the nation last week were 2 per 
cent higher than those of the cor- 
responding week last year.

Four other potential major rev- 
enue sources listed by Phelan 
were described by him as im- 
practical or undesirable for vari- 
ous reasons. These were a re- 
fund by the state of a portion of 
income or sales taxes levied in 
the city; reduction of state taxes 
with accompanying increase in 
city taxes; a graduated city in- 
come tax or a sales tax; a large 
increase in the real property tax. 

Phelan, a vice president of the 
St. Louis. Union Trust Co., made 
the point that it is not important 
whether any one tax is graduated 
or not. He said a tax program 
must*be studied as a whole to 
ascertain its impact at different 
economic levels in the population. 

Willing to Change Views. 

He emphasized the need to ex- 
plore all important ways of rais- 
ing revenue and said he would be 
willing to change his own views 
if they were shown to be incor- 
rect. 

He mentioned two possibilities 
for increasing revenue from exist- 
ing taxes. One would involve the 
setting up of a metropolitan 
transportation authority to regu- 
late public transportation facili- 
ties, establish and operate toll 
roads and regulate traffic and 
parking facilities. He said this 
might prove an important step 
in revitalizing the economy of 
the city.

U.N. PROGRAM REINSTATED 
IN LOS ANGELES SCHOOLS 


LOS ANGELES, Aug. 29 (AP)— 
The board of education, after 
listening to six months of debate 
for and against the United Na- 
tions Educational, Scientific and 
Cultural Organizations study pro- 
gram, has voted to reinstate it in 
the city schools.

the Kansas City police retirement 
fund than the St. Louis police re- 
tirement fund.” 

Cheating to fraudulently obtain 
old age pensions was classed as 
ja greater crime than cheating to 
obtain blind pension funds, it was 
said. 

Likewise the committee found 
the law books contained special 
sections and special penalties for 
stealing voter registration books, 
ore, minerals, stray animals, float- 
ing timber, automobiles, fish, wills 
or deeds, lost property and judi- 
cial papers. 

Statutes relating to the crimi- 
nal offenses covered in the study 
by the committee were scattered 
through 80 different chapters of 
the Missouri Revised Statutes, 
rather than being limited to the 
chapters relating to 


laws. 
Harsher Penalties. 

The proposed bills, still to be 
drafted, will retain. more. strin- 
gent penalty provisions for 
offenses such. as stealing narcot- 
ics, stealing from a dwelling 
house or from a person, it was 
said. 

Dozens of penalty distinctions 
will be abolished, Chamier said, 
and scores of other offenses sep- 
arately covered in the statutes 
will be reduced to one basic 
offense, stealing. The committee, 
in searching through the law 
books, found 15 different laws 
relating to burglary 
Separate la s were found con- 
cerning eeaking into and enter- 
ing dwelling houses, churches, 
unoccupied buildings and school 
houses, as well as breaking outer 
doors, inner doors and windows. 

Forgery, Counterfeiting. 

Offenses of forgery and count- 
erfeiting were covered, from dif- 
ferent angles, in 68 statutes in 
18 different chapters of the re- 


jvised statutes.

$5, or up to two years in the 
county jail. 

One’ who forges a deed to real 
estate may get from 10 years to 
life. imprisonment, it was found, 
but if the forgery were accom- 
plished by a false oath the 
penalty varies from six months 
in jail to five years in prison. 
Among other distinctions among 
lawbreakers are four degrees of 


certificates, trade marks, cattle 
brands, log markings, checks, 
wills, deeds, public securities and 
court’ decrees. 

The committee already has 
made preliminary reports on leg- 
islation to be recommended to 
the next Legislature, tightening 
up state laws on gambling and 
narcotics.

The 
challénge to all of us is to prove 
that a free society can remain 
free, humane and creative, even 
when it is under heavy and 
ruthless fire; that it fan combat

., agreement signed yesterday in 
Caracas, Venezuela, and made 
_ public by the State Department 
_ today along with Truman’s an- 
nouncement. 


Imporis From Venezuela. 


Venezuela supplies the great | 
bulk of United States oil imports. | 
In 1950, crude and residual fuel 
oil imports froth Venezuela totaled 
$288,000,000. 

More than half of the Vene- 
zuelan imports will benefit from 

‘duty reductions of about 50 per 
cent. These imports totaled $450,- 
000,000 in 1950. 

Truman reported that three of | 
the six Tariff Commission mem- | 
bers said the oil tariff concessions | 
would damage the domestic in- 


dustry. 

Despite this and the protests 
of independent United States pro- 
ducers, the President said he con- 
sidered the cuts “of vital security 
importance in view of the stra- 
tegic nature of some of the prod- 
ucts included.” 

The independent United States 
oil producers charged the duty 
cuts constitute “special prefer- 
ence for a few large oil com- 
panies” and will impair domestic 
production. 

12 U. S. Firms to Benefit. 

Twelve United States firms op- 
erate oil concessions in Venezuela 
and will be the principal bene- 
ficiaries of the duty cuts. The 
major ones are Standard Oil of 
New Jersey, Gulf Refining, So- 
cony Vacuum, and Texas Pe- 
troleum. 

Under America’s most favored 
nation policy, oil duty concessions | 
granted one nation must be ap- 
plied to all other countries ex- 
porting oil to the United States. 
~ Consequently, the Middle East, 
Mexico and Colombia also will 
benefit though United States im- 
ports from these sources are 
minor compared to those from

The phrase civil rights means a 
number of concrete things. It 
means the right to be treated 
equally before the law. It means 
the right to equal opportunity for 
education, employment and decent 
living conditions. It means that 


.| none of these rights shall be de- 


nied because of race or color or 
creed. The history of freedom in 
our country has been the history 
of knocking down the barriers to 
equal rights. One after another 
they have fallen, and great names 
in our history record their col- 
lapse: the Virginia Statute of Re- 
ligious Freedom, the Bill of 
Rights, the Emancipation Procla- 
mation, the Woman’s Suffrage 
amendment, down to the 1947 re- 
port of the President’s Commis- 
sion on Civil Rights. 

The record of our progress is 
a proud one, but it is far from 
over. Brave and important tasks 
remain. We can not rest until 
we honor in fact as well as word 
the. plain language of the Dec- 
laration of Independence. 

This is our goal. It requires 
far more than action by govern- 
ment, Laws are never as ef- 
fective as habits. The fight for 
equal rights must go on every 
day in our own souls and con- 
sciences, in our schools and our 

churches and our homes, in our 
factories and our offices—as 
well as in our city councils, our 
state legislatures and our na- 
tional Congress. In this discus- 
sion, of all discussions, let us 
not be self-righteous. Let us 
work for results, not just empty 
political advantage. We are deal- 
ing here with fundamental hu- 
man rights, not just votes. 

This is a job for the East, the 
North and the West, as well as for 
the South. I know. I have been 
a Governor of a great northern 
state. I have had to stop outrages 
committed against peaceful and 
law-abiding minorities.. I have 
twice proposed to my legislature 
a law setting up in our state an 
enforceable Fair Employment 
Practices Commission. I am proud 
to say that the Democrats in our 
legislature voted almost solidly 
for the bill. But I must report in 
simple truth that the bill was lost 
in Springfield, Illinois, because 
of virtually solid opposition from 
the party which claims descent 
from Abraham Lincoln. All the 
same, gratifying progress has been 
made in Illinois toward the elim- 
ination of job discrimination by 
the initiative of business itself. 
And I would be less than fair 
if I didn’t acknowledge it grate- 
fully. 

In saying this is not a sec- 
tional problem, I do not mean to 
say that there is no particular 
problem in the South, Of course 
there is a problem in the South. 
In many respects, the problem is 
more serious there than else- 
where. But just as it is chasten- 
ing to realize our own failures 
and shortcomings in the North, 
so it is both just and hopeful to 
recognize and admit the great 
progress in the South. Things are 
taking place in the South today 
that would have seemed impos- 
sible only a few years ago. In 
the last two years alone 10 state 
uniyersities have admitted Negro 
students for the first time to 
their graduate and professional 
schools. And that is only one of 
many examples that could be 
cited of the wonders that are 
working in the South. 

We can agree that the problem 
is nation-wide; we can agree that 

good progress has been made; 

ut I think we can also agree 
that unremitting effort is the 
cause of most of that progress, 
and that unremitting effort is the 
way to assure more progress in 
the future. Part of that effort 
must be legislative. The Demo- 
cratic platform of 1952 states the 
goals of federal legislation. 

I have often affirmed my be- 
lief in strong state and local ad- 
ministration. I believe—with your 
own great Governors, Al Smith 
and Franklin Roosevelt and Her- 
bert Lehman—that affirmative 
state government can rise to 
meet many pressing social prob- 
lems, and can thereby arrest the 
trend toward over-centralized fed- 
eral power. In Illinois I have 
worked to make the state govern- 
ment responsive to the needs of 
the people so that it would not 
be necessary for them to turn 
to Washington for help. I like to 
think that people are becoming 
more and more conscious of the 
role of the states in the federal 
system; more and more conscious 
that we will save more money by

Help From Dewey.

screaming about waste and ex- 
travagance in Washington. 

In the case of equal oppor- 
tunity for employment, I be- 
lieve that it is not alone the 
duty but the enlightened inter- 
est of each state to develop its 
own positive employment prac- 
tices program—a program 
adapted to lotal conditions, 
emphasizing education and con- 
ciliation, and providing for. ju- 
dicial enforcement. That is gn 
kind of law I proposed in 
Illinois. 

I think the time has come to 

talk sensibly about how we can 
make more rapid progress in this 
field rather than how we can 
make more votes. I think civil 
rights can and should be dis- 
cussed both publicly and in Con- 
gress with less emotion and more 
civility and honesty. I think— 
indeed, I know—that there are 
leaders in the South who are 
just as anxious as We are to move 
ahead. ‘But we must frankly rec- 
ognize their local difficulties. We 
must recognize, too, that further 
government interference with 
free men, free markets, free 
ideas, is distasteful to many peo- 
ple of good will who dislike racial 
discrimination as much as we do. 
This is not the time to discuss 
all these familiar obstacles. Let 
me only say that in a spirit of 
give and take, of tolerance and 
understanding, we can clean up 
this fire hazard in our, basement 
faster and more effectively. 
But our platform also favors 
federal legislation — particularly, 
I assume, when states fail to act 
and inequalities of treatment per- 
sist. The problem, of course, is 
what kind of legislation. 


Personally I have been very 
much impressed by a bill recently 
reported favorably by the Senate 
Labor committee. Only three mem- 
bers opposed it, one of whom was 
Senator Richard Nixon. Both your 
New York Senators joined in 
sponsoring the bill. 

It encourages the federal 
commission to stay out of any 
state with an effective commis- 
sion; by the same token,’ how- 
ever, it encourages the states to 
act because, if they do not, the 
National Government has the 
power to do so. The bill re- 
quires the federal commission 
to undertake a non-partisan 
and nation-wide educational pro- 
gram, to proceed by perstiasion 
as far as possible, and, in cases 
of complaints of violation, to 
proceed by very careful delib- 
eration and full and fair hear- 
ings. Enforcement would be 
by order of a court, not an ad- 
ministrative body. 

You know as well as I do that 
we have reached a sort of legis- 
lative stalemate in this field in 
the Congress. In so far as this is 
due to real, legitimate objections 
to the substance of the legislation, 
I think this Senate bill goes a 
very long way toward meeting 
such objections. It may be that 
it can be improved still further, 
especially in the direction of giv- 
ing the states a reasonable time 
in which to act. 

In so far as the present stale- 
mate is due to misuse of the proc- 
esses of deliberation and debate 
in Congress, the problem is some- 
what different. 

I believe firmly in the principle 
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stated in our platform—the prin- 
ciple that majority rule shall pre- 
vail, after reasonable debate, in 
both houses of our Congress. And 
from my experience with the 
practical workings of representa- 
tive government, I would interpret 
“reasonable” very liberally, be- 
— majorities can be tyrannical 
00. 


This principle of majority rule 
is important in a much broader 
area than that of civil rights—it 
is of vital importance, for exam- 
ple, in the field of foreign policy. 
One of the most famous of all 
filibusters occurred in 1917 in the 
debate over President Wilson’s 
proposal to arm merchant ships 
for the protection of American 
lives and property against power- 
mad aggression. It is not incon- 
ceivable that a similar situation 
might occur today or tomorrow in 
the delicate state of our foreign 
relations. In these perilous times 
we cannot risk submerging our 
national purposes in a sea of in- 
terminable conversation. 

The precise nature of the 
changes that should be made in 
the present rules of Congress 
is, of course, a problem for the 
Congress itself, for each house, 
under our Constitution, makes 
its own rules for doing busi- 
ness. As President I could not 
make the decision, but I could 
and would use whatever influ- 


’ 


ence I may have to encourage 
the Congress to shake off its 
shackles. 

I would urge in these fields 
and in many others that affect 
national policy, that all of us 
resolve to take a fresh look. 
There has been too much freez- 
ing of positions, too much emo- 
tion, too many dogmatic state- 
ments of irrevocable attitudes.. 
We are dealing with human sit- 
uations, with human emotions, 
with human intelligence; our 
purpose must be to reason to- 
gether for the common better- 
ment of us all; our interest 
must be, not in controversy, but 
in results. 

This has been my attitude, and 
this will be my attitude. If there 
are those who disapprove, I will 
be sorry but not surprised. If 
there are those that approve, I 
bespeak their best efforts and 
pledge them mine, confident that 
in the long run results will be 
more eloquent than oratory. 

I have been talking about 
methods. About goals there can, 
of course, be no disagreement. 
We believe in the equality of 
rights and the equality of oppor- 
tunity for all Americans. In af- 
firming this belief, the Demo- 
cratic platform’ was but the mir- 
ror of our own conscience. We 
must continue this fight until it 
is won.

It may be that, by his own lights, Mr. Slack 
did his best to avoid involvement in irregulari- 
ties. He claims that during his 23 years in the 
service of the Government, he never did “‘any-

- Ing of an indictment.” He may believe that, but 
it will be difficult for others to believe that his 
connection with the grand jury was not at least 
a “slow-down” of the Finnegan indictment. 

It may be that Mr. Slack was reluctantly per- 
forming a mission at the behest of his superiors, 
men who pretty clearly hoped to spare the Ad- 
ministration embarrassment in the President’s 
home state. It may also be that he sincerely be- 
lteved that tax cases ought to go through estab- 
lished charitiels, instead of being handled on the 
direct initiative of a grand jury. But after these 
things have been said, Mr. Slack still seems to 
have been amazingly reluctant to “rock the 
boat” in St. Leuis. Whatever his motives, he dis- 
played anything but an ardent zeal for justice. 

This conclusion is inescapable in view of his 
own admission that he realized “something was 
wrong” in Collector Finnegan’s office. His be- 
lief that this was “a matter for the criminal di- 
vision, not for the tax division” is at best a 
bureaucrat’s weak excuse for avoiding personal 
difficulties. At worst, it represents irresponsi- 
bility where the public interest is concerned. 
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We'll Take Sardines 


The red herrings are back, and we don’t know 
that we can take another round. The red herring 
is a curious fish with two main functions in life 
«one, to be served as kippers at a hearty break- 
fast, and two, to be dragged across a trail in 
order to divert attention. 

Both of these functions are being rapidly for- 
gotten under the stress and strain of political 
metaphor.

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Public Money Is Public Business 


Despite the policy of open meetings announced 
for the Citizens’ Finance Committee by Ethan A. 
H. Shepley no later than Aug. 20, Thursday’s 
meeting of the Revenue Section was closed to 
the press. So was last Tuesday’s meeting of the 
Economy Section. 

This is disturbing, especially since the Reve- 
nue Section meeting was closed at the sugges- 
tion of Comptroller Carpenter, a public official 
who ought to have no secrets about city finances. 

Conceivably there may be reason for an oc- 
casional executive session. But the committee 
members will do well to remember that the pub- 
lic’s money is the public’s business. We believe 
that the committee intends to do its sincere best 
in finding an answer to the city’s financial prob- 
lem. But its work will be in vain unless it is ac- 
cepted by the community. And the best way of 
assuring such acceptance is the fullest publicity. 

That was what Mr. Shepley meant, we feel 
sure, when he said the press not only had per- 
mission to cover the committee’s proceedings, 
but also a duty to do so. Other committee mem- 
bers will do well to keep this principle in mind. 
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Smear First, Check Up Later 


The American Legion’s attack on the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union at the New York con- 
vention was a perféct example of how not to 
combat subversive activities. 

The A.C.L.U. has established its fearlessly in- 
dependent reputation, and particularly its free- 
dom from Communist control, by 32 years. of 
even-handed defense of a principle—the freedom 
principle of the Bill of Rights. 

If, despite the evidence of this record, the 
Legion had been honestly suspicious of. the 
A.C.L.U., the decent way to proceed would have 
been first to make some inquiry about the 
A.C.L.U. at the FBI, at the House Un-American 
Activities Committee, at the Subversive Activi- 
ties Control Board. 

Had such an inquiry been made, the Legion 
would have learned that, -while the A.C.L.U. has 
sometimes defended the civil rights of Com- 
munists, it has made abundantly clear its abso- 
lute opposition to Communist political doctrine, 
as evidenced by its exclusion from its governing 
bodies and staffs of adherents of Communist or 
other totalitarian doctrines. 

Instead of trying to learn the facts, the Legion 
adopted a resolution calling upon Government 
agencies to “investigate. and expose” what is 
called “the questionable record of subversive 
activities of the A.C.L.U.” Who says the A.C.L.U. 
has a questionable record of subversive activi- 
ties? If it has such a record, why is an investi- 
gation necessary to find out if it does? And if 
an investigation is necessary, why did not the 
Legion fnake at least a partial one before smear- 
ing the A.C.L.U, with unwarranted innuendo?

The renomination of Senator Irving.M. Ives 
by the New York Republican State Committee at. 
Albany for a’ second six-year term Teva ag 
excellent occasion to distinguish Mr. Ives in the © 
public mind from many of the other members 
of the Senate “Class of '46.” 

Mr. Ives was elected in November, 1946 and 
took his seat in January, 1947. ‘Also in that first 
group of postwar Senators were among others, 
Joseph R. McCarthy of Wisconsin, William E. 
Jenner of Indiana, James P, Kem of Missouri, 
Harry P, Cain of Washington, Zales N. Ecton of 
Montana, John W. Bricker of Ohio, George W. 
Malone of Nevada, Edward Martin of Pennsyl- 
vania and Arthur V. Watkins of Utah. 

Senator Ives has sat on the same side of the 
chamber as these men but.that is about all he 


has in common with most of them. He has never 


stooped to character assassination, as have Mc- 
Carthy and Jenner, On the contrary, he was one 
of the seven Republican Senators who. signed - 
the Declaration of Conscience (June 1, 1950), 


‘prepared by Senator Margaret Chase ‘Smith of 


Maine, which disavowed McCarthyism. 

The record of Senator Ives on foreign affairs 
is just as good as his record on fair play and 
decency with respect to ‘individual reputation. 
A survey of Republicans’ responses to roll calls 
in the Senate shows that Senator Ives’ votes 
were internationalist in character on 98 per cent 
of the issues involving a choice between inter- 
nationalism and narrow nationalism. Only Sena- 
tor H. Alexander Smith of New Jersey had a 
higher rating and that was only two points bet- 
ter—95 per cent. Senator Henry Cabot Lodge of 
Massachusetts was third with 92 per cent. If 
there is anyone in Missouri who by now does not 
know who was at the bottom, it was James P, 
Kem with a score of 3 per cent! 

This is not to indorse everything in Senator 
Ives’ record, In fact it is not to measure him at 
this time against his Democratic opponent, John 
Cashmore, Brooklyn borough president, who has 
just been chosen. But it is to say that he is 
infinitely better than the Republican senatorial 
company in which he finds himself, through 
accident, this year. Whenever we speak of the 
“Class of °46,” we do not mean to include Ives 
of New York. 
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Gen. Eisenhower Registers 

Gen. Eisenhower has done something every 
citizen must do, Republican or Democrat, if he 
or she wishes to vote. He has registered. No 
citizen who is not properly registered in time 
will be eligible to vote on Nov. 4. Largely be- 
cause many otherwise eligible citizens failed to 
register, the vote in 1948 was 51 per cent as 
against averages in foreign countries ranging 
all the way from 71 per cent in Japan to 90 per 
cent in Belgium. How can anyone be complacent 
to say nothing of being optimistic about the fu- 
ture of the United States when one potential 
voter out of every two does not trouble himself 
to go to the polls? 
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Marlowe Done It 
A Long Island drama critic has gone to Eng- 


land to work that old and inexhaustible vein, 


the persistent folk belief that Shakespeare must 
have been somebody else. This critic thinks the 
plays were written by Christopher Marlowe. 

To explain the fact that Marlowe died before 
most of the plays were written, Calvin Hoffman 
has elaborated a wonderful theory to the effect 
that it wasn’t Marlowe who was killed in Dame 
Bull’s tavern, but a drunken sailor whose corpse 
was cleverly passed off as Marlowe's. Marlowe, 
the theory goes, holed up in Sir Thomas Wal- 
singham’s castle for nearly 20 years, whiling 
away his time by writing Shakespeare’s plays. 

As we.said, it is a wonderful theory and we 
welcome Calvin Hoffman’s attempt to prove it, 
which he is now doing by digging in the founda- 
tions of Scadbury Park Hall, Kent. But it is 
quite clear that the digging has only begun. 

Mr. Hoffman first got the -hhunch about Mar- 
lowe when he noticed that As You Like It con- 
tains a line (“Who ever loved who loved not at 
first sight?”) which also appears in a Marlowe 
poem. The trouble is that Shakespeare’s plays 
fairly bristle with phrases from other authors. 

“The hand that hath made you fair hath made 
you good” (Measure for Measure) may very well 
have been written by the same poet who said 
“For all that faire is, is by nature good,” and 
that was Edmund Spenser. Should not a castle 
wall be dug into to find out whether Spenser 
was Shakespeare? 

“The better part of valour is discretion,” 
Shakespeare wrote in Henry IV, first part. Beau- 
mont and Fletcher put it in a less grammatical 
way: “It show’d discretion the best part of 
valour.” What about Beaumont and Fletcher? 
Maybe they were shakespeare. 

For that matter, maybe Chaucer was Shakes- 
peare. He wrote, “al thing which that shyneth 
as the gold nis nat gold,” and Shakespeare wrote, 
in The Merchant of Venice, “All that glisters is 
not gold.” The 200 years that elapsed between 
Chaucer’s death and the date of Shakespeare's 
plays may cast some doubt on this theory, but 
we feel sure a literary detective could explain it. 

For the present, the Marlowe theory has the 
right of way. We: await the excavations in Scad- 
bury Park Hall, Kent, with bated .breath. If it 
turns out that Marlowe was Shakespeare, and if 
it be agreed that Marlowe was also Marlowe, a 
major league poet in his own right, then it will 
follow that Marlowe-Shakespeare must have been 
an even more towering figure than Shakespeare- 
Shakespeare. That, in Harry Truman’s phrase, 
would be sumpin. 
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Not Going Anywhere 
Approval of the state’s expressway plan, with 
some exceptions, has been granted by the Board 
of Public Service as a necessary preliminary to 
the state’s application for federal aid.

The Need for Change 
August 17 


In his address at Springfield Gov. Stev- 
enson belittled the issue of the need for a 
change in Administration. He called it a 
doctrine of change for its own sake and 
applied it exclusively to the Republicans, 
going on to say, of the period of long Re- 
publican tenure after 1860, “Evidently 
‘change’ is a sound principle~only when 
the Republicans are out and the Democrats 
in 

One of the best statements of the case, 
however, was made when the Republicans 
were in and the Dem- 
ocrats were out. It 
was made, incidental- 
ly, by Mr. Steven 
son’s own Democrat- 
ic party in its plat- 
form of 1884. That 
platform said: 

“But it is indispen- 
sable for the practi- 
cal application and 
enforcement of these 
fundamental princi- 
ples that the Govern- 
Ment should not al- 
ways be controlled 
by one political par- 
ty. Frequent change 
of Administration is as necessary aS con- 
stant recurrence to the popular will. 

“Otherwise, abuses grow, and the Gov- 
ernment, instead of being carried on for 
the general welfare, becomes an instrumen- 
tality for imposing heavy burdens on the 
many who are governed for the benefit of 
the few who govern. Public servants thus 
become arbitrary rulers. This is now the 
condition of the country; hence a change 
is demanded.” 

The people of the United States obvious- 
Iy agreed with this declaration (as Gov. 
Stevenson apparently does not) since they 
ended 24 years of Republican tenure with 
the election of Grover Cleveland. 

The people of the United States will 
have a corresponding opportunity in No- 
vember to end an Administration that has 
become “an instrumentality for imposing 
heavy burdens on the many” by electing 
Gen. Eisenhower. 

Actually, of course, Gov. Stevenson is 
extremely sensitive to this issue and prob- 
ably realizes that it is over-riding in the 
minds of many voters. 

The .need for change, however, goes 
deeper than the need for a new face in 
the White House. What is needed is.a radi- 
cal change for the better, and it cannot 
be accomplished-until and unless there is 
also a change in the party in power. 

Gov. Stevenson’s personal integrity, no 
matter how great, is inadequate to cope 
with the amount of politically entrenched 
bureaucracy that has earned for Truman’s 
regime its reputation éor corruption, ofony- 
ism, extravagance, waste and confusion. 

A substantial part of the appeal of Gen. 
Eisenhower to many voters lies precisely 
in the fact that he does represent a change, 
and a change for the better. He is not 
burdened by the large group of political 
obligations that Gov. Stevenson sought to 
brush off by his amusing remarks about 
“captivity.” He is not obliged to save the 
face of appointees who have proved to be 
something less than distinguished. He does 
represent the new broom and there is 
plenty of sweeping to be done. 


McCarthy As a Symbol 
August 24 


Gen. Eisenhower has-disappointed many 
of his friends and supporters, this news- 
paper among them, for his failure to state 
unequivocally that he will not support the 
candidacy of Joseph,R. McCarthy if the 
Senator should unfortunately be renomi- 
nated in his state for that high office. 

But before this feeling of disappoint- 
ment and some shame itself too deep- 
ly into the minds of ependent voters 
who are certain to be influenced y! the 
General’s decision, a careful study of his 
reasoning and his remarks is in order. 

Gen, ower starts on the thesis that

there should be single authority in Wash- 
ington, “that is, legislative and executive.” 
To accomplish this means that as many 
Congressmen and Senators as possible 
should be elected under the Republican 
banner. Few students of our history would 
deny the desirability of such unified au- 
thority no matter which party is in power. 
It is the best way to get legislation passed. 

For reasons best known to Gen. Eisen- 
hower, he has several times declared that

“McCarthyism.” By tying that attribute to 
all that he has said he will satisfy his well- 
wishers. And as for Senator McCarthy— 
well, it is just unfortunate that the sylla- 
bles of his name symbolize so much this 
unhappy violation of American tradition. 

Stevenson at The Garden. 
August 28 

Gov. Stevenson’s courageous speech to 
the American Legion underlined some fun- 
damental principles. It is odd to have to 
refer to such a speech as “courageous;” 
for it ought not to require courage to re- 
state the very essence of American democ- 
racy before any audience of Americans, es- 
pecially an audience of war veterans.

If, as the authors of “Red Flag In Japan” 
contend, that country holds the key to the 
distribution of power in Eastern Asia, then 
that book is one of great importance. “Red 
Flag In Japan” is a capable and interest- 
ing book which cites the growth of the 
Communist party of Japan since 1922 and 
— and work of that party since . 

The history of the Communist party in 
Japan goes back even further than one 
might expect. Russian Communists were 
paying close attention to Japan long be- 
fore the first Congress of the Commintern’ 
in 1918. Social reform movements which 
were strengthened by the depression of 
1920 gave rise to a secret party in 1922. 
By 1927, Moscow had already deemed Ja- 
pan ripe for revolution. And in 1928 pro- 
letarian parties cast over half a million 
votes in the first elections in which all 
males were allowed to vote. After this ex- 
pression of strength, the Japanese govern- 
ment found it necessary to suppress the 
party. This failed to halt the party’s 
growth, however, for, as the authors point 
out, its real center of power lay outside 
of Japan, in Moscow and West Coast U.S.A. 

One important factor tended to limit the 
growth of the Communist party in Japan 
at the beginning. That was because the 
party, at first, was made up almost en- 
tirely of intellectuals. These people failed 
to attract any strength and support from 
the masses. The party, in its incipiency, had 
all the aspects of a private club. There is 
no doubt that this handicapped its original 
growth. 

Since 1945, however, the party has made 
an all out effort to enlist the support of 
the common man. And from the recent 
newspaper accounts of rioting, it has ap- 
parently made some progress. 

Proper appraisal of the growth and 
strength of the party since 1945 must be 
made in the light of the special conditions 
created by the occupation under SCAP, 
On one hand, the attempts to extend the 
freedoms incumbent in any proper demo- 
cratization have aided the Communist par- 
ty in giving them, for the first time, open 
forums from which to act. But by the 
same token, however, agrarian reforms 
and support of labor unionization under 
the SCAP directives have set up condi- 
tions that lessen the appeal of Communism. 
According to the authors, the conditions 
enjoyed by Japan under the occupation 
have checked all threats of Communism 
aims for the present. -< 

There is, of course, no guarantee that 
Communism won't be a serious menace in 
the future. The appeal of Marxism to a 
country liké Japan is great. Her past eco- 
nomic difficulties and international posi- 
tion always make Japan potentially ex- 
plosive. 

“Red Flag” is an extremely competent 
study.

A tenement building in Biddle 
‘street which recalls the history of 
'the Biddle and Mullanphy fami- 
‘liés has been condemned by the 
‘city and is being razed. 

Dr. William G.

As It's Done on TV

NEW YORK, Aug. 29.

/ HE great virtue of “Bride and Groom” on tele- 
vision as opposed to “Bride and Groom” on 
radio is that it is only 15 minutes long where 
it once todk half an hour, which just goes to show 
that we are making a 
sort of negative prog- 
ress in the tide of 
human affairs. 
Roughly six minutes 
of “Bride and Groom” 
({KSD-TV at 11 a.m. 
Monday through Fri- 
day) is given over to 
the ceremony itself. 
Whoever wrote the 
wedding ceremony did 
not, unfortunately, 
have either radio or 
television in mind, 
more’s the pity. I fell 
to brooding about this 
the other day and de- 
cided that somebody, 
eonceivably one of the Three Johns (Nelson, Reddy 
and Masterson, who own this delectable program) 
ought to write another service more adapted to 
oe requirements of commercial broad-

THE TELEVISION wedding service—the way I 
have this thing blocked out in my mind—would 
have appropriate intervals for commercials. “Do 
you John take Henrietta to be thy lawful- wedded 
wife?” “I do,” the bridegroom will respond. “But 
tirst @ word from Betty Crocker.” Then we'd see 
the cake bowl and the busy little hands pouring 
in the ready-mix. ‘‘Beat the velvet crumb cake mix 
just one little minute.” And then back to the 
ceremony: “Whomsoever God and Betty Crocker 
hath joined together” . .. and so on. 

Until they get around to this, the Three Johns 
make do with the old-fashioned or unsponsored 
wedding services. When they first dreamed up 
“Bride and Groom,” the Three Johns, who were 
possibly fearful of clerical objections, kept the 
actual ceremony off the radio. Time and custom 
apparently have emboldened them. Now you see 
the happy sponsored bride coming down the aisle. 
You catch snatches, though not all, of the cere- 
mony.

There was a time when you could get 
married with the exclusive assistance of a minister. 
Now you ought to have an emcee, too, for—to 
paraphrase the ad men—your marrying pleasure.

“AND NOW MARY AND PAUL will never be 
apart again,” murmurs Nelson in sepulchral tones 
which, I guess, he feels appropriate to the solem- 
nity of the occasion. “To help them on their way 
we have a few gifts. But first ..." And there is 
a shot, of the pie crust mix. “Just look at those 
flakes!” says the announcer, while the Mendelssohn 
is still ringing in your ears. 

The bride and groom reappear hot on the heels 
of the pie crust. They look flushed and tremulous, 
as well they might. Getting married is upsetting 
enough without having a lot of television cameras 
and the Columbia Broadcasting System leering at 
you. Nelson mollifies them with the gifts—silver, 
a stove, a dishwasher and photographs of the lodge 
where they’ll be sent for their honeymoon. Because 
they dawdled a bit on the responses, he has to 
rattle throtgh the list like a train announcer 
through way stations, spewing out words a mile a 
minute and finishing in.the nick of time for: “This 
is the CBS television network,” the personal bene- 
diction of the Columbia Broadcasting System.

To “Mince Matters.” 


HEN you speak of “not minc- 
Wine the matter,” as the phrase 

today is more commonly 
used in the negative, you mean 
that you are coming right~ out, 
talking straight, without reserva- 
tion. Very.often, the reservation 
alluded to is the softening of a 
statement that might offend some- 
one or hurt a person’s feelings, 
This is quite in line with the ex- 
pression’s history, except that, in 
its early usage, it was affirmative 
in form. 

Bishop Hall, the English divine 
writing in 1649, made the state- 
ment that, “Some doctors would 
either excuse or mince the mat- 
ter.” And two centuries later, 
Thomas Carlyle wrote, “A candid 
ferocity, if the case called for it, 
is in him; he does not mince mat- 
ters.” The latter instance is cited 
for its similarity in sense with 
present-day usage, not as one of 
the early examples in the affirma- 
tive sense, of which there are 
many in the literature of the two 
centuries between the Bishop and 
Carlyle. 


Actually, this is one of Shakes- 
peare’s sayings, or of his time. In 
“Othello,” which dates 1604-1605, 
we find, “Thy honesty and love 
doth mince this matter making it 
light to Cassio.” And two years 
later in “Anthony and Cleopatra,” 
the ‘bard wrote, “Speak to me 
home, mince not the general 
tongue.”

O the best of his off-hand rec- 
ollection, Thomas W. Phipps 
has seen 45 of his: plays pro-

duced within the last couple of 


years or so. This feat places him 


among some half dozen pacemak- 


ers in. a weird new marthon, the 
race to feed words ind action into 
the hungriest entertainment me- 
dium yet. devised: television 
drama. 

Phipps, a somewhat fabulous 
Eton alumnus of ’38, is known to 
friends as Tommy. But to his 
fans, the several million home- 
bound playgoers who gaze at his 
.full-hour shows on an average cf 
twice a month, he is another uns 
‘known name on the “credit crawl 
between commercials. 


One reason for this anomaly is 
that a writer is usually over- 
shadowed by the famous players 
who furnish the bodies, yoices and 
mannerisms of his characters, 
the case of Tommy Phipps, this 
includes such artists as Helen 
Hayes, Robert Montgomery, Joan 
Bennett, Arthur Treacher and 
Thomas Mitchell. These and oth- 
er “names” have enlivened his 
scripts on “Robert Montgomery 
Presents,” Philco and Goodyear 
Television Playhouse and Schlitz 
Playhouse of Stars. 

The tempo of their profession 
also has something to do with 
the obscurity of television play- 
wrights. Phipps has juggled as 
many as three scripts at the same 
time and once finished two one- 
hour shows (about 80 typewritten 
pages each) within a single week, 
working 10 hours a day. Since 
he has plenty of competition from 
other free-lancers, i* follows that 
whatever memorable qualities his 
shows possess are apt to be quick- 
ly elbowed off stage by the un- 
ceasing torrent of subsequent 
masterpieces. 

‘The pressure of TV’s appetite is 
terrific. 

' “I can’t see myself sitting here 
five years from now still writing 
originals,” Phipps says with his 
old-school-tie accent. “I think it’s 
going to get a lot harder. You 
have the feeling you're running 
dry. Then you’re just a nice fel- 
low with a lot of clippings.” 

As his own boss, Phipps must 
guard his working hours with the 
wariness of a professional hoard- 
er. He hates leisurely lunches 
and other daytime interruptions 
and confesses that he can’t even 
keep abreast of his competitors’ 
output. 

“I don't see a great deal of 
television,” he admits. “Frankly, 
I haven't got the time.” 

There are critics, of course. 
who gloss over such occupational 


nightmares and scoff: that men 


like Phipps deserve no more than 
obscurity because they grind out 
mere souped-up soap operas. 
Phipps can counter that Kis ef- 
forts seem to satisfy the largest 
audiences ever to see theater si- 
multaneously. Furthermore, they 


attract plenty of sponsors at an, 


average total cost of perhaps $40.- 


000 per program, of which Phipps ‘| 


gets $1200 to $2000 if it’s an origi- 
nal, less if it’s an adaptation of 
someone else’s-story or book. 

- As for his artistic merits, 
Phipps is aware that he is no 
Somerset Maugham. But he also 
knows that it isn’t the philan- 
thropie urge alone that makes top 
producers in the business gobble 
up his scripts and sometimes pro- 
duce them within two weeks after 
they leave his typewriter. Nor- 
mally modest, Phipps has been 
known to name one of his recent 
works and challenge a_ visitor: 
“I defy anyone to turn it off!”

ERTAINLY, there can be no 
-akgument that the origin, 
working habits and personal- 
ity of Tommy Phipps deserve at- 
tention even if he is a prototype 
of a literary school that is much 
too busy to starve colorfully in 
the proverbial garrets. 

Handsome, tall and  wavy- 
haired, Phipps is considered a 
master stylist of the light, roman- 
tic television story. 


“His plots rarely unravel on the 


ground floor,” one of his ac- 
quaintances points out. “They're 
much more likely to have a pent- 
house setting.” 

To document such frolicking 
among the leisure-ridden, Phipps 
is able to draw occasionally fromm 
his own background. His mother 
is one of the Langhornes of Vir- 
ginia. Lady Nancy Astor is one 
of his aunts, the late Mrs. Charles 
Dana Gibson, the original Gibson 
girl, was another. Tommy was 
born in New York, but when he 
was 2, his father, now a British 
architect, settled in England and 
Tommy went to Eton, “Yes, Eton

start working at something,’ pref- 
erably something painless. 

“T had no business training and 
no mathematical sense,” he says, 
“so writing seemed to me just 
the thing.” 

For a couple of years he took 
advertisements over the phone in 
the Classified advertising depart- 
ment of The New York Times, 
but then the famed Frank Crowin- 
shield took him on the staff of 
Vanity Fair Where he wrote and 
edited for the last two and a 
half years of the magazine’s life. 
In 1936, he married for the first 
time and his son by that marriage, 
14-year-old Wilton, is a student 
at The Principia in St. Louis. 

About that time Phipps started 
writing and selling movie scripts 
and was sent to England to turn 
out “quota pictures” for Warner 
Brothers and Twentieth Century 
Fox, For every foot of American 
film exhibited in England, so-and- 
so-much film had to be shot there 
by American studios. Most of 
them were “quickies,” and facile 
Tommy Phipps turned out about 
two dozen in practically one tug 
of the typewriter ribbon. 

Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer then put 
him under contract and old Eton 
man Phipps wrote “A Yank at 
Eton,” starring Mickey Rooney. 

He did not, however, particu- 
larly enjoy California or the 
movies and remembers’ with 
greater fondness one of the many 
stage plays he has written and 
the only one ever produced. It 
was called “An Old Friend of 
Mother’s” ‘he recalls the title

with a sly little smile) and it 
was put on in summer stock but, 
regrettably, nowhere else. 
Despite his British accent and 
reserve, Phipps had always been 
a United States citizen, so when 
war’ broke out he volunteered 
and wound up in the infantry as 
an instructor at Fort Benning, 
Ga. Army buddies recall that 
Tommy had a “really-old-boy-you- 
cawn't-be-serious” attitude toward 
the service, yet made out splen- 
didly and was discharged ‘as a ma- 


jor. 

Though he had then not been 
overseas and never spent a day 
in combat, old soldier Phipps 
won the Legion of Merit for turn- 
ing out a show called “Here's 
Your Infantry,” a realistic busi- 
ness celebrating the usually un- 
celebrated dogface. Some 1000 
G.I. combat veterans—amateurs 
at acting but professionals in the 
foxhole —toured the country in 
the play’s 36 separate units.

“T used to feel you needed an 
enormous plot,” he explains, “but 
a fine show can grow out of a 
small incident. That little box 
(glancing at his TV set) is so 
small that when you clutter it up 
with sub-plots, you only confuse 
the issue.” 

For that reason, Phipps looks 
upon the half-hour dramatic show 
as doomed, suffocated by the tis- 
sue of its own plotting. He says 
you can't introduce characters, set 
up a problem in the middle of 
the show au. solve it at the end, 
all in a half hour. At least not 
so as to make the characters ap- 
pear like real people.

“cold,” meaning almost unpre- 
pared. Phipps is in attendance 
at this session and probably at 
three or more rehearsalg, a phase 


which normally consumes about a 


week, He may be asked to point 
up a scene that turned out fun- 
nier than it looked in the script, 
or to cut something (an opera- 
tion which, he says, doesn’t usual- 
ly upset him). By the time he. 
shows up to see the actual per- 
formance in the network’s con- 
trol room or a client’s booth, it 
holds no surprises. Nothing has 
ever gone disastrously wrong in 
the final showing. 

Besides the shortage of time 
and the fear of running dry of 
ideas, Phipps is troubled by 
other professional headaches. 

He worries, for instance, about 
the growing trend to film shows 
instead of putting them on “live.” 
It means to him that TV may 
eventually move to California 
and he likes it better in New 
York. 

He worries about having to do 
adaptations, which is just as 
much work to him as turning out 
an original put pays less and 
doesn’t leave the author with a 
script for which he owns all fu- 
ture rights. 

And he worries because he still 
hasn’t sold one of his originals 
to the movies. Other TV authors 
also aren’t selling, he says, and it 
bothers him. A vast source of 
untapped income thus remains 
sealed in Hollywood. 

“After all,” he says, “you do 
a show that holds up for an hour 
and holds millions of people. 
A Broadway play, you know, is 
only two hours, counting the in- 
termissions.” 

Meanwhile, “the box” plays on, 
eating up TV scripts at a fearful 
rate, and Phipps and his wife are 
off to Europe. 

To pick up ideas? 

“I hope so,” he says.

All but one of the declarers 
were creatures of habit at this 
point—they automatically played 
“ne heart king or queen on East’s 
jack, and after that, the invari- 
able outcome was five-odd—that 
is, all these Souths eventually 
gave up a club trick. 

The exceptional South made 12 
tricks.. He did not squander one 
of his own heart honors on East’s 
lead of that suit; he won the 
trick with dummy’s ace, drew 
trumps, landing in dummy, and 
then led another heart on his own 
hook. As it happened, East made 
things easy by putting in the nine, 
but even if he had played his low 
ecard, South might well have 
guessed the true situation and 
finessed.
